EDITORIAL NOTES - 


The Breckinridge Dinner 


LSEWHERE in this issue of THE BLOOD- 

HORSE will be found an account of the dinner 
gathering arranged in honor of Desha Breckin- 
ridge by the Thoroughbred Club of America at 
the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, Wednesday eve- 
ning of last week. It was the third such under 
this splendid club’s auspices, the president of 
which is Thomas Piatt, serving from its organi- 
zation, nearing four years ago. The guest of honor 
at the first dinner was Col. Edward Riley Bradley, 
master of Idle Hour Farm, and at the second 
dinner Joseph Early Widener, master of Elmen- 
dorf Farm. Mr. Breckinridge’s activities as a 
breeder and as an owner have been less extensive 
than those of Colonel Bradley and’ Mr. Widener, 
but, like those sportsmen, he stands in the fore 
rank among those who have sought to improve 
the breed of horse and to elevate the Turf in 
America. 

Mr. Breckinridge inspired the present Ken- 
tucky racing law, enacted in 1906, and through all 
the years since that time he has written and said 
much for the benefit of the sport of racing and 
for encouragement of breeders of Thoroughbred 
horses. It is regrettable that he was prevented 
by illness from attending the dinner, but he had 
the enjoyment of hearing the program via radio 
through Station WLAP, Lexington, at his resi- 
dence on Hinata Farm, the broadcast having been 
arranged as a further compliment to the noted 
editor and publisher of The Lexington Herald. 

It is customary to present the guest of honor 
with a scroll, expressing the club’s sentiments of 
the occasion, and at the same time to give a gold 
button indicative of life membership in the or- 
ganization. Mrs. Breckinridge, the mother of 
Clarence and Frazer LeBus, two popular young 
breeders of Thoroughbred horses, the latter also 
a member of the State Racing Commission, graci- 
ously appeared as substitute recipient of the 
scroll and button, her escort being Former United 
States Senator Johnson N. Camden, noted breed- 
er, former Chairman of the State Racing Com- 
mission and former President of the American

Turf Association, Kentucky Jockey Club and 
Kentucky Association. 


The principal address of the evening was made 
by Jouett Shouse, former Lexingtonian, who for 
a number of years has been Mr. Breckinridge’s 
racing partner, under the nom de Turf Braedal- 
bane Stable. Mr. Shouse well expressed his fine 
tribute to his sportsman associate and lifelong 
friend, and in so doing, we are pleased to note, 
offered suggestions that race meetings be gener- 
ally shortened; that the take from pooling be low- 
ered; that a better claiming rule, one affording 
protection to the small owner, be designed; that 
dividends to track owners be limited to 6 or 7 per 
cent; that reserve funds be established by racing 
associations, and that admission fees and racing 
costs to the public be generally lowered. 

These suggestions are in the nature of approval 
of reforms THE BLOOD-HORSE has advocated, week 
by week, ever with the hope that the day will 
come when America can point to better sport, 
better horses and as good attendance as any other 
country in the world. 

We extend our congratulations to Mr. Breckin- 
ridge, to the Thoroughbred Club and to its guests 
on the success of the dinner, and now, let us all 
work for big advancement in the necessary 
reformation during the present winter, so that 
when the Thoroughbred Club holds its fourth din- 
ner in 1935 there shall be much to be spoken of 
with pride as having been accomplished. 


In Good Hands 


AST week we had the pleasure of meeting W. 

C. Stroube, of Corsicana, Texas. Mr. Stroube 
came to Lexington and bought some young horses 
to go into the string of the Corsicana Stable, 
already quite well known on the Turf, though 
comparatively recently organized. Mr. Stroube is 
president of the newly formed Texas Breeders 
and Horsemen's Association, which has set about 
the difficult task of preventing repeal of the 
Texas law, which created a State Racing Com- 
mission and authorized racing with pari-mutuel 
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betting. The new organization wishes to have 
assurance that the popular sanction of betting at 
the courses is to be continued for the reason that 
it means the maintenance of a vast industry in 
the production of the useful Thoroughbred horse, 
and likewise of a well enjoyed sport. 

We were much impressed after our chats with 
Mr. Stroube, a keen-witted, practical man, pos- 
sessing a sportsman’s heart and a sincerity of 
purpose that betokens success. We are sure the 
Texans made no mistake in the selection of a 
leader, and they have well fortified him in the 
choice of E. F. Woodward as_ vice-president; 
Floyd West as treasurer and Harry Howard as 
secretary. Mr. Woodward is a leader in the great 
oil industry in the Lone Star State. Furthermore 
he is a leader among the ranch owners, and aside 
from being interested in breeding and racing 
Thoroughbreds, he has large cattle and sheep in- 
terests. In connection with Earl Smith, he races 
under the name Running W Ranch. Mr. Howard 
is widely known in Texas an an organizer of more 
than ordinary ability, and it will be a part of his 
job to get the co-operation of agricultural, live- 
stock and industrial organizations, as well as 
chambers of commerce and boards of trade, in the 
activities of the new assocaition. 


Mr. Stroube informed us that the Texans have 
practically copied the articles and by-laws of the 
American Thoroughbred Breeders Association. 
This is well, since it is the hope and expectation 
of the A. T. B. A. that eventually it will have 
affiliates in all States. We are happy to know 
that the Texans have taken this pattern, and here 
is an appropriate place to record that the A. T. 
B. A. used as its model the articles of the Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association of England, and 
that our English friends had, before them when 
framing their articles a copy of the articles and 
by-laws of the Thoroughbred Horse Association, 
which was organized in Lexington in April 1916, 
and of which the writer was secretary-treasurer 
from date of organization until April 1928. 

Through that 12 years experience, we came to 
know much about the work now being done by 
the several organizations here mentioned, and 
others of the kind, including the Thoroughbred 
Club of America. We are positive that without 
such organizations the Turf and its interests can- 
not properly be protected from the onslaughts of 
joykillers and the ravages of politicians and tax- 
eaters. 

We are hopeful that President Stroube and his 
associates in the Texas organization will have 
the aid of everybody who wants to see racing pre- 
served for the sport it makes and to the end that 
Thoroughbred horse breeding may thrive and 
flourish, for, mind you, there will yet come an- 
other day when the Nation will be in need of 
Thoroughbred horses in large numbers for pur- 
poses of defense.

Paragraphs 

E heard less complaint after the sales last 

week than at any time since the beginning 
of the depression in 1929. A few sellers were of 
the opinion that they should have had more for 
their horses. That is to be expected at all sales.

In California, state, county and city police have 
been making raids on the establishments of the 
parasites. In Texas, tracks cannot permit in- 
formation to be sent to such places.

Upward Trend is Pleasing 


‘i’ Suburban and Metropolitan Handicaps, 
two of the most historically significant han- 
dicap fixtures of American racing, will in 1935 
be renewed at just double their 1934 values, ac- 
cording to the most pleasing announcement of 
the month, by the Westchester Racing Associa- 
tion. The move, in accordance with the State 
Racing Commission’s plea for more valuable 
stakes, to attract the best horses to New York, 
brings the added worth of the Suburban to 
$10,000, that of the Metropolitan to $5,000. In 
this country, where 2- and 3-year-old champions 
are, for some unaccountable reason, more revered 
than handicap champions, the give-and-take per- 
formers have been racing for relatively cheap 
purses in recent years. Their tasks are incom- 
parably more exacting than those of the younger 
champions, and it is deplorable that handicaps 
have been permitted to deteriorate in value as 
they have. The increase in values of the Sub- 
urban and Metropolitan long has been advocated 
by Old Rosebud, who earnestly hopes that Sara- 
toga will now up the endowments to the Saratoga 
Handicap and the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Han- 
dicap. 


Equipoise Again on Parade 


HE Whitney Gold Trophy, with $5,000 added, 

enabled Equipoise to advance to within 
$38,284 of Sun Beau’s earnings mark—if earnings 
marks mean anything. The Whitney 6-year-old, 
wearing bandages through the deep mud, easily 
whipped Faireno, champion of the 1932 3-year- 
olds, and Mr. Khayyam, which some considered 
champion of the 1933 3-year-olds, but was bear- 
ing in the last part of of it, a maneuver that cost 
him a third Metropolitan and a second Suburban 
last Spring. It appeared he could go to the front 
from the drop of the flag, but Workman adhered 
to the usual policy of taking back and winning 
the hard way by steering the outside course 
throughout. Equipoise lacks some of the dash 
that characterized his efforts a couple of seasons 
back, but still is the “champ.” Trainer Thomas 
J. Healey believes Equipoise will be retired in 
1935, after the $100,000 California race, but Old 
Rosebud hopes to see him in the Suburban and 
Metropolitan lists again. After all, seven is not 
too old. Mad Hatter, far sounder than Equipoise, 
won the Suburban as an 8-year-old. 


About the Fencers 


%#(\ ANANDAIGUA, under lease to Rigan Mc- 

Kinney and acclaimed by ’chase enthusiasts 
the champion of the 1934 fencers, met defeat once 
more in the Temple Gwathmey renewal, for which 
he was top weight under 161 pounds. The Rock- 
Savage gelding is a wonderful type, physically, 
for jumping, towering over the winner, *Kummel, 
and all others of the field for the ’chase feature, 
but there is a suspicion he is going back. *Tour- 
ist II did not accept. The Sanford horse was 
burdened too heavily in the handicap. Gwladys 
Whitney’s Rideaway, at 151 pounds, also seemed 
securely anchored. *Kummel, a youngster which 
now has three straights to his credit, was all out 
to whip Greentree’s Jungle King. Jungle King 
appears to be about the best fencer to have sport- 
ed the “pink, black stripes on sleeves” since the 
decline of old Jolly Roger.

In the New England Field 


ARRAGANSETT PARK’S second meeting 

entered its final week with a tote average 
exceeding $350,000, but whether the Rhode Island 
grounds, or Rockingham Park, will fare quite so 
well at the end of the coming year with prospects 
for two tracks in Massachusetts is another mat- 
ter. There is grave danger of “killing the goose 
that lays the golden eggs” through conflicting 
dates and long meetings. Rockingham Park, in 
Old Rosebud’s opinion is vastly more dependent 
upon Boston patronage than is Narragansett 
Park, which could make money without a Boston 
dollar. Every one of the fourteen Massachusetts 
Counties favored horse racing, thirteen of them 
(all but Dukes County) also voting for mutuel 
wagering with dog racing. The writer under- 
stands that the bill has been amended to be less 
partial to the dogs. Walter E. O’Hara intends 
building near Boston, as also do members of the 
Eastern Horse Club, led by John R. Macomber. 
The Commissioners of Rhode Island, Massachu- 
setts and New Hampshire could do a lot worse 
than to convene for the purpose of equitably split- 
ting short meetings without any conflicts. 


Black Helen—Nellie Flag 


LACK HELEN, diminutive daughter of Black 

Toney and “La Troienne, met her first defeat 
when asked to carry starting top weight of 118 
pounds for the mile and a sixteenth Walden Han- 
dicap. The bay filly had won in a gallop at a 
mile and seventy yards, indicating an ability to 
carry her blazing speed beyond the sprint dis- 
tances, but was not up to beating a better field 
at a longer route and a weight disadvantage, 
even though Don Meade did his best by taking 
unfair advantage, intentionally or not, in piling 
up half the starters. Prior to the Walden, she 
seemed the logical successor to Nellie Flag, but 
one must now incline to the notion that Warren 
Wright’s roguish filly, while not as admirable, 
would beat Black Helen under high weights and 
at middle distances.

Sation—Time Supply 

ATION, by his victory in the Baltimore Handi- 

cap under 130 pounds, the highest impost ever 
earried by a winner of that event, once more 
demonstrated that he is at or very near the top 
of America’s 1934 sprinters. A meeting between 
the blaze-faced Widener gelding and Mrs. F. A. 
Carreaud’s Time Supply would be necessary to 
establish absolute leadership in this division for 
either, but the Galetian gelding invariably is as- 
signed more weight and has finished before the 
3-year-old record-breaker in each of their two en- 
counters, at Rockingham Park, a strip not to the 
youngster’s fancy. Sation’s way of going is more 
impressive than that of Time Supply, but the 
Texan's a more valuable animal in that he stays 
better and is the sounder of the pair. Sation, a 
whirlwind in action, is ever moving forward or 
backward in the gate and this sometimes has 
militated against his chances. 

TIME SUPPLY, after winning the Narragansett 
Special, was nominated for the $25,000 Bay Mea- 
dows Handicap, to be run December 15. The 
Carreaud stable has wired for fifteen stalls at the 
California track. 
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HORSES AND HORSEMEN 


IVE of us were enlivening the night hours on 

the Baltimore-to-Lexington trip by yarns and 
reminiscences of racing and horsemen past and 
present. There was Charles H. Hughes, better 
known by his sobriquet of “Trainer,” earned on 
many race courses in days long gone and now 
acting as timer at some of the more important 
tracks. There was Earl Sande, one of the best 
race riders of the American Turf and pilot of no 
fewer than three Derby winners. There was 
Adolphe Pons, of New York this many years but 
of late a Maryland breeder and landed proprietor, 
and long agent for the late August Belmont’s 
Nursery Stud. There was Morris Hampson, re- 
cent recruit to the ranks of Maryland breeders, 
who, with this writer, made up the quintet. Din- 
ner was over and pipes going when someone 
asked Sande what was the best horse he had ever 
ridden. Without a moment’s hesitation the Earl 
replied, “Man o’ War, of course. To ride him 
gave you the feel of being aboard a dynamo. He 
was a tremendously powerful animal and cer- 
tainly the best in my day.” The remark was 
made that he did not face the handicappers by 
running as a 4-year-old. “He didn’t need to,” 
said Trainer Hughes. “I was timing then, and 
that horse broke records at every pole, and car- 
ried the weight, too, so what difference did it 
make whether he ran at four?” ‘You know,” 
Sande stated, “I rode some good horses, Grey 
Lag, Sir Barton, Billy Kelly and lots of them. 
They would all run some great races at times, 
but Man o’ War did it every time.” 

“There is a story,’”’ said Adolphe Pons. “Major 
Belmont was in France at the time and I was 
authorized to sell the whole lot of the yearlings 
for $25,000. I tried to sell to John E. Madden, but 
he wanted to run them through the ring—they 
were at Saratoga—and I would not let him have 
them that way. Louis Feustel and Mikey Daly 
went to Kentucky to look them over, but Daly 
turned them down, so the Riddle-Jeffords con- 
federacy missed them. Mr. Widener would have 
taken them at the last minute, but realized the 
sale had to go through. That lot brought $52,500. 
Fair Gain, which Guy Bedwell eventually had in 
the stud, topped the lot at $14,500. He went 
to Tom Welsh for Mr. Widener, and, of course, 
you all know that Mr. Riddle got the big horse.” 

Guy Bedwell’s name brought up yarns of the 
wonderful success of the Ross stable when he 
trained it 15 years ago, and Sande told of his ride 
on Sir Barton when that great son of *Star Shoot 
won the Maryland Handicap at Laurel with 133 
pounds up. Sir Barton’s history and stud record 
were under discussion next and the Derby, of 
course, was mentioned. “You won three of them, 
didn’t you, Earl?’ said I. “Tell us of them.” 
“Well, the first was Zev, a speedy horse, but a 
sulker, who got worse as he got older,” replied 
Sande. “Hildreth had him and raced him plenty. 
He ran three races in four days at Latonia when 
he was there as a 4-year-old, and won all of 
them. Flying Ebony I rode for G. A. Cochran and 
he splashed home in front of a real good horse in 
Captain Hal. He was lucky to win after a storm. 
The best of them was Gallant Fox. He was a 
really good horse, and I rode him for a fine 
owner, William Woodward, one of the best type of 
American sportsmen.” 

We talked about time and track conditions and 
how the horses of today beat each other all the 
time. “Thirty-three years ago I had a horse at

Louisville I wanted to win the Derby with,” spoke 
up Trainer Hughes. “I worked him at Churchill 
Downs in 2:05 for the race, and in those days of 
deep, heavy going that was a miraculous work. 
I did not believe my watch and looked all round 
to see if anyone else had caught the work. "Way 
over on the back side I saw someone duck back 
of a tree and I drove over there. It was Al 
Weston—he’s a steward up in Maryland now— 
and I asked him if he had timed my horse and 
after I had explained that I doubted my watch he 
admitted having caught him in the same time. 
Of course he won the Derby and he should have 
won the Latonia Derby, too, if I had not given 
the boy orders to stay behind and let the others 
make the pace. He did it and got in a footpath 
and could not get out in time. That was Lieut. 
Gibson. We raised horses differently in those 
days,”’ the old trainer went on. “I took Hermis 
East and won seven straight with him before he 
got beat. They said I could not beat Beldame 
but that little red horse beat her at the gate and 
they never headed him. In those days old ‘Vir- 
ginia’ Bradley used to come out with those rough- 
grown, rugged things of his that you couldn’t 
give a cold or cough to, and did they run! There 
were Boney Boy and Blitzen, his sire. And just 
think of what he did with Robert Waddell—won 
with him at a mile and a half on Saturday and 
ran him back six furlongs on Monday, and won 
it, too.” 

Talk veered to Major Belmont and his phe- 
nomenal success as a breeder and his blending of 
the best lines of blood in America, England and 
France. We spoke of Tracery, among others. 
“One of the many occasions on which I was dis- 
charged,” quoth Mr. Pons, “was at the time I 
entered Tracery and King Hastings in the Eng- 
lish classics. We used to send about three over 
as yearlings annually in those days and when Mr. 
Belmont came back from France he rated me 
plenty for nominating them, but it all came out 
all right when Tracery got to be three years old. 
He started first in the Derby at Epsom, and if he 
had had a race under his belt he would have won 
it, and you know he won the St. Leger.” 

It was growing late and the air in the smoker 
was getting pretty thick, so by mutual consent 
further discussion was postponed until the time 
we all hoped to meet again on the train going 
down to next Fall’s sales at the Newmarket of 
America. 


STALLIONS 


Sunday morning Adolphe Pons, fiscal agent for 
the Mereworth Stud and other breeding ventures, 
suggested to the writer that the few hours of 
spare time we had on our hands might be well 
spent in seeing some of the stallions around Lex- 
ington and was kind enough to act as guide to a 
small party. Leaving the Phoenix Hotel, long a 
meeting place of breeders, we drove out the 
Georgetown Pike to the old Nursery Stud which 
we had last visited at the time of the history- 
making sale of the late August Belmont’s horses 
in 1925 when the monarch Fair Play was sold for 
$100,000. The plant is now occupied by W. B. 
Miller’s Greenwich Stud. The brick stallion barn, 
built almost 20 years ago for *Rock Sand, has 
housed some of the greatest of the breed at vari- 
ous times. In paddocks around the barn were 
four sires of which we saw Earl Sande’s Nassak, 
son of John P. Grier, first. We all liked him. He 
is a lengthy sort and has a tremendous jowl. 
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From all accounts Nassak bids fair to get some- 
where in his stud work. The short-backed, rather 
plain, brown *Waygood was in the next paddock 
some distance from us. So far he has rather dis- 
appointed as a sire, but he gets a lot of winners. 
Next was the fine, big-topped, black Ariel which 
we remembered as a good winner for Sam Hil- 
dreth and Rancocas. He looks like a sprinting 
type. The prolific Infinite, who gets them quick- 
maturing and fast, was last of the quartet. He 
is a short-backed sort, deep through the heart and 
very good from hip to hock. 


Over the Yarnallton Pike we drove to Mere- 
worth. Of this stud a whole story must be told, 
as there was so much of interest there. So we 
will pass it by and move on to the magnificent 
estate of William R. Coe, of New York, on which 
we came at length to the stallion barn where 
stand Pompey, Pilate and *Polymelian. Pompey 
is a medium-sized, deep, close-coupled horse of 
excellent disposition, not particularly masculine 
in appearance. He reminds one immediately of 
his sire, *Sun Briar. Old *Polymelian, a great 
broodmare sire and a sure foal-getter, is showing 
his age a bit. When one looks at his lengthy 
build and general conformation he sees why Pom- 
pey suits his daughters so well, as far as con- 
formation goes. Pilate, youngest of the trio, im- 
pressed me tremendously. He is a true son of 
Friar Rock in looks, has a wonderfully good 
shoulder and is very good in the hind leg. 


By good wide roads through this farm we came 
to the pike and drove to Dixiana. It is hard to 
describe Dixiana. The buildings are the last word 
in fine construction and one felt sorry for the 
men whose job it is to polish the brass work. Old 
High Time we looked at first, and it was with 
sorrow one noted how the ravages of time were 
becoming apparent in Ultimus’ noted son. The 
look of the eye is there, but one was reminded of 
Broomstick in his latter years. Peter Hastings 
is a mighty, masculine sort in every way and, 
from his appearance, not one with which to take 
liberties. Sweep All, which broke down early, 
is of a different mold, lengthy, deep, and with the 
stamp of his sire indelibly upon him. On through 
Dixiana, past all manner of elaborate buildings 
we came to the George D. Widener farm, where 
we saw an old favorite in the upstanding brown 
St. James, which won the Futurity of 1923 and 
sired Jamestown, Futurity winner in 1930. Here, 
too, was the speed marvel Jack High, which we 
saw galloping across his paddock oblivious to all 
visitors. 


On through the charming estate of Elmendorf, 
almost an English baronial park and pride of 
Joseph E. Widener with its woods and plants, to 
pause and revere a moment at the bronze statue 
of the great progenitor Fair Play, we drove to the 
stallion barn, where Edgar McDaniel led out 
Chance Shot, and a grand type he is. A deep bay, 
well balanced and hard to fault in any way, he 
is every inch a sire, and as hostages to fortune 
has already sent out Peace Chance and Chance 
Sun from his first two crops. Haste we saw next, 
a big, upstanding bay horse which is rather over- 
shadowed by his neighbor. One should see Haste 
first, then Chance Shot. Last of the Widener 
sires we saw *Sickle, small, fine, but ‘“‘all horse.” 
One might think him effeminate, at first glance, 
but a longer inspection shows this is not so. 

Our available time being almost gone, we 
rushed back to town, grieving that we must leave 
further inspections to a later date. 


MARYLAND 


EQUIPOISE WAITING 
ACING at Pimlico during the week ending 
November 10 brought out good crowds and 
betting rose higher than during the first few days 
of the meeting, but the crowning attraction, the 
appearance of C. V. Whitney’s Equipoise in the 
Riggs Handicap, failed. The Pennant colt was 
not placed in the overnight entries for the race. 
Early reports gave as a cause for the withdrawal 
the fact that the champion had a filled leg, an ail- 
ment which kept him from completing his train- 
ing for the $25,000 Narragansett Special 10 days 
earlier. Russell Oakes, of the Baltimore Evening 
Sun, however, reported that Trainer Thomas J. 
Healey had told him that he had not intended to 
start Equipoise. “Our big objective is the $100,000 
February race in California,’ Mr. Healey was 
quoted, “and we aren’t going to take any chances 
with Equipoise by racing him between now and 
then.”’ Concerning the leg ailment, Trainer 
Healey said that there was no serious trouble. 
“It’s something that happens often to horses,” he 
explained, ‘and probably wouldn’t have kept me 
from running Equipoise had I had any such 
plans. His feet are absolutely all right—the hoof 
that has caused him so much trouble isn’t bother- 
ing him at all.” A Whitney string, consisting of 
Equipoise and a number of stablemates, is expect- 
ed to be shipped to California about December 1. 
Betting on both Saturdays of the Pimlico meet- 
ing ran to about $400,000, with some 10,000 per- 
sons out on November 10. With the Baltimore 
meeting coming to a close November 14, Mary- 
land racing shifts to Bowie, where a 13-day meet- 
ing opens November 15, with the Bowie Claiming 
Stakes as the attraction of the inaugural day. 
With no other tracks operating in the section, 
Bowie officials predict the most successful of the 
Maryland meetings this fall. 


SATION’S BALTIMORE HANDICAP 

Giving from 16 to 20 pounds by the scale to the 
five which opposed him, George D. Widener’s 
Sation (130) turned in a sensational performance 
to win the eighth running of the Baltimore Han- 
dicap ($2,500 added, all ages, six furlongs) at 
Pimlico November 6. His time, 1:1245, was good 
considering the slow and cuppy condition of the 
track. Open Range (3-y-o, 111) went out to make 
the pace, and succeeded in heading Sation mid- 
way down the backstretch. At the quarter-pole 
the Galetian gelding had burned him out, and 
Open Range dropped back to finish last. Green- 
tree Stable’s Soon Over (3-y-o0, 108) and Wheat- 
ley Stable’s Slapdash (3-y-o, 107) then charged

Jockey 
Wayne Wright allowed the Mars gelding to settle 
well into his stride before attempting to move up, 
then sent his mount after the leaders. Thursday, 
picking up Brookmeade Stable’s Inlander (107), 
Catawba’s Mr. Khayyam (119) and Mrs. John 
Hertz’s Watch Him (113), wore down A. G. Van- 
derbilt’s Identify (3-y-o, 106) in the last six- 
teenth.

Jockey John Gilbert 
sent the Haste filly to the front at the start and 
was never caught, finishing a half-length in 
front of Catawba Farm’s Polar Flight (102), 
which came from far back to take second place 
from J. J. Coughlin’s Advantage (109) by two 
lengths.

SUCCESSFUL MEETING 


HE United Hunts Racing Association encoun- 

tered inclement weather at its Belmont Park 
matinee, on Election Day, three years consecu- 
tively. Last season, the public turned out in large 
numbers, but owners of the top-notch Thorough- 
breds entered failed them, scratching because of 
the bad going. Last week, the reverse was true, 
with the day producing a slight loss, due to lack 
of proper patronage for the Hunts’ most ambi- 
tious program, which, perhaps, afforded the Met- 
ropolitan public its last sight of Equipoise in ac- 
tion. The United Hunts meet brought to its close 
the first season of sport in New York with open 
wagering permissible, and the first season in 
New York to have been profitable to the tracks 
since pre-depression days. The matinee suffered 
a dearth of riders, but brought well-filled races, 
with a six-horse-field minimum and H. A. Buck, 
the organization’s secretary, said members of the 
club consider the day a success. 


*KUMMEL’S STAKES SUCCESS 

Two horses which were trained for the jumps 
after their careers on the flat had proved disap- 
pointing fought out a decision in the Temple 
Gwathmey Memorial Steeplechase ($2,000 added, 
4-year-olds and up, about 2!) miles) at the 
United Hunts meeting at Belmont Park Novem- 
ber 6, when H. E. Talbot, Jr.’s, “Kummel (136) 
scored by a head over Greentree’s Jungle King 
(142). The pace-setting Red Flash (136) began 
to falter after the eighth jump, and the race 
thereafter was entirely between *Kummel and 
Jungle King. A. Untermeyer’s Bagatelle (141) 
took third place 10 lengths behind the leaders. 
The odds-on favorite, Rigan McKinney’s *Canan- 
daigua (161), was fourth, with Rideaway and 
Red Flash completing the field. Time, 5:04%5, 
track sloppy. Siakes division, $1,800, $400, 
$150, $50.

*Kummel raced at two and three on the flat, 
with dubious success, winning one race and fin- 
ishing second once in 13 starts, earning $825. Put 
to steeplechasing this year, in five starts he has 
won three races, finished second once, earned 
$3,350.

THE EQUIPOISE COMEBACK 

C. V. Whitney’s great Equipoise (128) came 
back to the winner's circle, for the first time since 
last May, after the running of the Whitney Gold 
Trophy Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 1% miles) at the United Hunts’ one-day 
meeting at Belmont Park November 6. The 
Whitney horse ran like a champion over the 
sloppy track, coming from off the pace to go 
into the lead well up the stretch and pull out to 


a commanding margin. In contrast with his 
performance in the Invitation Purse October 31, 
Equipoise had plenty of early speed, but Ray- 
mond Workman put him under steady restraint 
until after the mile was reached. There he 
called on the son of Pennant for his characteristic 
rush, and Equipoise went to the front, easily 
shaking off Belair Stud Stable’s Faireno (122), 
though the Chatterton horse was running in top 
form. Equipoise led by a length and a half at 
the finish, with Faireno two lengths in front of 
Catawba Stable’s Mr. Khayyam (120), the latter 
taking third place by four lengths from Belair’s 
other entry, Fleam (3-y-0, 108). Galabang 
(3-y-0, 107) and William (Palmer House) Ryan’s 
*Eudes (111) completed the field. “He was good 
today,” Jockey Workman said after the race. 
“He wanted to lug in all through the stretch and 
I was afraid to let him run. He had plenty left 
and could have won off by a much greater 
margin.’’ Equipoise came back in fine shape, ap- 
parently none the worse for his effort, and the 
least distressed of the field, but later developed 
a filled leg which kept him out of the Riggs 
Handicap (see Maryland). Time, :2445, :49%, 
1:14%;, 1:4045, 1:54, 2:06%5, track sloppy. Stakes 
division, $4,000, $1,000, $500. 

*Eudes, which Mr. Ryan recently brought to 
America from France, ran last, 25 lengths behind 
the fifth horse. In a note to THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
Mr. Ryan said: “*Eudes, for the first time in a 
stall gate, broke flatfooted six lengths back, and 
with the others kicking mud in his face *Eudes 
wouldn’t try. They had a fast, seven-day cross- 
ing, from the time they left their bases at Mai- 
sons-Laffitte, until unloaded in New York and I 
thought it might not hurt them but I guess it did. 
However they are all eating well and act all right 
now. Will likely run them during Bowie.”

NEW YORK STAKES INCREASES 

Belmont Park, leading in the move to increase 
the value of New York stakes races for next year, 
has recently announced a substantial increase in 
the values of the Suburban and Metropolitan 
Handicaps. The Metropolitan, worth $2,500 in 
added money this year, will be increased to 
$5,000; the Suburban is likewise doubled, and will 
be worth $10,000 in 1935. Advancement is also 
expected in the values of the 19 other stakes 
closing December 3 and to be run at the spring 
meeting of the Westchester Racing Association, 
which operates Belmont Park. Other New York 
tracks probably will follow this lead and increase 
stakes values. The increase in attendance and 
revenue in 1934 and the necessity for meeting the 
competition of New England’s new tracks are the 
combined motives for the stakes increases.

THE BRECKINRIDGE DINNER 


ITH the guest of honor absent because his 

doctor advised against his attendance, the 
Thoroughbred Club of America held its third 
annual dinner at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, 
on the evening of Wednesday, November 7. The 
dinner was a testimonial to Desha Breckinridge, 
but for whom, in the words of Jouett Shouse, 
the principal speaker, “racing on the American 
continent might have been forever destroyed and 
the important Thoroughbred breeding industry 
incontinently wiped out.’”’ Mr. Breckinridge, re- 
covering from a severe paralytic attack which he 
suffered after he had been chosen as the club's 
guest of honor, remained at his home at Hinata 
Farm and heard the program broadcast over 
Station WLAP, Lexington. When Thomas Piatt, 
president of the Club, arose at the end of the 
program to make the formal presentation of the 
scroll and button signifying honorary life mem- 
bership in the Thoroughbred Club, Mrs. Breckin- 
ridge was ushered into the room by former 
Senator Johnson N. Camden and received the 
tokens in behalf of her husband. 

Approximately 275 guests were in attendance 
for the dinner, for which Frank B. Jones was 
master of ceremonies. Dr. Robert W. Miles, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian Church of Lex- 
ington, delivered the invocation. During the 
dinner there were a number of musical features; 
messages were read from many distinguished 
friends of Mr. Breckinridge who were unable to 
be present; prominent guests were introduced; 
and a “Herald extra” containing an account of 
the dinner and of other activities of the Thor- 
oughbred Club was distributed. An electrically 
transcribed broadcast, by Clem McCarthy, of the 
Latonia Inaugural Handicap of 1922, won by 
Mr. Breckinridge’s Lady Madcap, was another 
interesting feature. 

Keen Johnson, editor of the Richmond Daily 
Register, speaking as a representative of Ken- 
tucky’s newspapermen, declared of the editor of 
The Lexington Herald: “I am unable to recall a 
single noteworthy forward step in this state in 
recent years that Mr. Breckinridge has _ not 
editorially initiated or advocated.” 

Jouett Shouse, now president of the newly or- 
ganized Liberty League, came from Washington 
to make the principal address at the dinner in 
honor of his long-time friend and associate in 
business and in sport. He recounted the efforts 
of Mr. Breckinridge in leading the movement 
which resulted in the passage of the act creating 
a racing commission in Kentucky. That law the 
speaker credited with saving racing in Kentucky 
and stemming the tide which threatened to 
destroy the sport in all America. 

“Is it any wonder,” said Mr. Shouse, “that 
every man who has the slightest interest in rac- 
ing should feel an incalculable debt of gratitude 
to Desha Breckinridge for the valiant fight he 
made ?” 

In conclusion Mr. Shouse brought to his audi- 
ence, which included racing men and others from 
virtually all sections of the country, a number of 
suggestions which are in line with policies long 
advocated by THE BLOOD-HORSE and which we 
hope will bear good fruit: 

Unfortunately [Mr. Breckinridge] is not here to speak 
to us tonight, but I am certain he would have this 
dinner attempt to outline further steps that may be 


taken for the improvement and the benefit of racing. 
With that in view, may I make some suggestions that

seem not out of place? To many it has been a cause 
of congratulation during the last few years that numer- 
ous states have passed laws which permitted the hold- 
ing of racing meetings, and thus we have witnessed, 
from the standpoint of territory, an expansion of 
racing unparalleled in the modern history of the 
country. To me this has not seemed an unmixed bless- 
ing. At least in some sections, racing is being seriously 
overdone, and I contend that unless there is a curtail- 
ment of the length of meetings and a reduction of the 
percentage taken from patrons through  pari-mutuel 
betting, racing will continue to suffer seriously in the 
future as in striking instances it has suffered during 
the past year or two. 

I suggest further that the small owner who has only 
one or two horses, and they of a class where the only 
races successfully open to them are claiming races, is 
entitled to a larger measure of protection than he re- 
ceives today. You know as well as I that the claiming 
business has in many instances become a racket, and 
you know also that unless claiming rules are changed 
there is no proper degree of protection afforded to 
those who run their horses honestly in the class where 
they belong. 

The Thoroughbred Club of America was an important 
factor in directing attention to the necessity of ex- 
termination of the practice of drugging horses. Through 
the cooperation of the Jockey Club of New York and 
of the various state racing commissions, this evil has 
to a large extent been wiped out and the part that 
your club played in inspiring such action should be a 
source of greatest gratification to you. 

Will it not be well if with equal earnestness you 
seek now to cooperate with the governing bodies of the 
different states and the different sections so as to 
evolve a claiming rule that will work the least possible 
injustice and will best serve the purposes for which 
such a rule is intended? I commend this to your con- 
sideration. 

I suggest also that by proper resolution, as occasion 
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may offer, you urge the necessity of confining the 
return on race track properties to a reasonable and 
proper percentage on the actual investment, with the 
balance used for the building up of stakes and purses. 
Perhaps there have been only a few instances recently 
where racing associations earned an inordinate profit, 
but over a term of years there have been many ex- 
amples of this kind. All of them have been bad for 
racing. Those who put their money into race track 
properties should be content with 6 or 7 per cent on 
that money. They should not be allowed a larger re- 
turn, though some provision properly should be made 
for the amortization of the investment over a term of 
years because of the hazard that is present due to the 
»0ssibility of amendment or abrogation of permissive 
og Racing must be regarded as a sport and racing 
must be directed as a sport and not as a highly profit- 
able commercial enterprise. Cupidity, unwisdom and 
knavery have destroyed racing in the past. As surely 
as we live, they will again destroy racing wherever they 
are allowed to hold sway. 

In the same connection, may I leave with you the 
thought that racing should be made easily accessible to 
the large mass of people. This can be done only by 
lowering the price of admission for certain classes of 
accommodations to a purely nominal amount and in 
holding to the minimum the prices charged for every 
kind of concession. There is no reason why the out- 
standing Turf events of America should not be patron- 
ized by the same huge crowds that flock to see the 
classics run in England or the leading stakes of France. 
The result can be accomplished only, however, by mak- 
ing the cost low and by encouraging the attendance of 
all who care to go. The greater the appeal, the larger 
the attendance, the wider the interest—these are the 
important factors necessary to the continuance of 
popular approval and the opportunity for unrestricted 
expansion. 

You members of The Thoroughbred Club of America 
who have the largest interest at Stake, you whose 
fortunes are tied up in Thoroughbred broodmares and 
in the farms which produce them should exert every 
possible influence that you can bring to bear to keep 
racing on the high plane which alone justifies its ex- 


istence, and to popularize it to the widest possible 
extent, because when racing suffers the greatest loss 
is yours. 

I have come back home tonight to attempt to pay 


this halting and wholly inadequate tribute to the man 
to whom of all men I am most devoted. I thank you for 
giving me the privilege of participating in your pro- 
gram.

LEGISLATION 


MAINE 

AINE, credited with being the political weath- 

er vane of the nation, apparently will join 
the race for legalized betting some lengths back, 
if present plans to legalize racing with pari- 
mutuel betting are successful in the next meet- 
ing of the Legislature, to convene in January 
1935. A news despatch states that Maine is be- 
coming “liberal-minded,” but in view of the fact 
that proponents of the measure are using as an 
argument the fact that neighboring New Hamp- 
shire has collected more than a million dollars 
in two years from racing, it seems probable that 
Maine is merely becoming hard up. Some opposi- 
tien to the measure, and especially to long meet- 
ing, is expected from light harness horsemen, 
who fear that their long domination of Maine 
county fairs will be broken. The Maine Fairs 
Association will recommend that no meeting of 
running horses shall be of more than six days 
duration. 


TOTAL UP, AVERAGE DOWN 

ENERAL increase in racing revenues over 

those of 19383 was announced at Columbus 
November 9 by George Gates, secretary of the 
Ohio Racing Commission. Gross revenue col- 
lected by the commission during 1934 totaled 
$135,796.71, an increase of $26,875.94 over 1933. 
Attendance at this year’s meetings totaled 811,471 
persons, said to be nearly twice those of the pre- 
ceding season, although 1933 figures were not 
mentioned in the announcement. Wagering in 
1933 was $6,442,567, and rose in 1934 to $8,251,555. 
Racing days increased from 180 in 1933 to 269 in 
1934. Thus the daily average in betting, dropped 
from $35,792 in 1933 to $30,675 in 1934. Included 
in the gross revenue for 1934 was $7,061 collected 
for licenses and $5,756.27 collected as inspectors’ 
fees.

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NARRAGANSETT PARK CLOSES 

OST successful of all tracks operating in the 

United States this year, Narragansett Park 
closed its Fall meeting November 12 with a daily 
mutuel average slightly above the $350,000 to 
which track officials reduced their first predic- 
tions. Although below the figures for the Sum- 
mer meeting, the first to be held at the Rhode 
Island track, averages of attendance and pari- 
mutuel play during the Fall meeting exceed 
that of any other track this year. On the final day, 
despite the fact that no stakes was scheduled, the 
Rhode Island plant rose to a new high mark 
both in attendance and volume of mutuel play. 
A crowd of 56,000 persons attended, second only 
to Churchill Downs’ Derby Day crowd of 65,000 
this year, and sent nearly $800,000 through the 
totalizator. This is very close to the $802,439 
wagered at Pimlico on Preakness Day, but short 
of the $999,140 which was bet at Louisville on 
the day of the Derby. Certainly it is the largest 
ever recorded for a racing program with no out- 
standing attraction. 

The meeting, scheduled at first to close No- 
vember 8, was extended two days, adding the 
Autumn Handicap with $3,500 added, to its 
generous list of stakes. A second extension, of 
one day, carried the meeting over to November 
12, with the Legionnaire Purse, a $1,500, all-ages, 
allowance race, as the feature. Racing during 
the closing week brought out no startling de- 
velopment, unless the defeat of Psychic Bid by 
the unregarded Brannon, receiving a large weight 
concession, in the Wannamoisett Handicap could 
be so classified. 

Two charity days during the last week yielded 
nearly $40,000 to Providence and Pawtucket 
charities, and a portion of the proceeds of the 
closing day went to the American Legion and the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

MORALIST’S BEST RACE 

Running to be claimed for $5,000, and even so 
apparently a few thousand above his class, W. H. 
Gallagher’s Moralist (107) ran the best race of 
his career in the Viking Claiming Stakes ($3,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1'%2 miles) at Narra- 
gansett Park November 6. The sloppy going 
caused many scratches, and only three horses 
went to post in the event, the others being Cold- 
stream Stud Stable’s Marmion (107) and C. V. 
Whitney’s Mad Frump (107). The Coldstream 
gelding was odds-on favorite, but Mack Winters 
shot Moralist to the front and was never headed, 
though Marmion challenged boldly after a mile 
and again during the stretch run. At the finish 
the winner, ridden out, was slightly more than a 
length in front of Marmion, with Mad Frump 
five lengths farther back in third place. Time,

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TEXAS 

ARLINGTON DOWNS 

RLINGTON DOWNS entered upon its final 

week of racing November 12, with the fourth 
running of the Fort Worth Handicap as the fea- 
ture of the Armistice Day program. The most 
heavily endowed race of the meeting, the Wag- 
goner Handicap, run November 10, went to C. N. 
Mooney’s Ted Clark, a three-quarters brother to 
Clyde Van Dusen. The winner hung up his sec- 
ond track record in two weeks at the Fort Worth 
course. The entry of the Three D’s Stock Farm 
Stable, which Texans seem to support very much 
as Kentuckians do the horses of Col. E. R. Brad- 
ley, was most heavily favored for the event, but 
neither could reach serious contention. 

Only one stakes event, the Texas Centennial, 
remains on the Arlington Downs program, and is 
set for decision November 17. On the same day 
the track at Houston, Epsom Downs, will begin 
its 25-day meeting with a program featured by 
the Houston Handicap. At the conclusion of this 
session, Texas will go raceless for 10 days, the 
last meeting of the season opening at San An- 
tonio on Christmas Day. 


TED CLARK AGAIN 

After C. N. Mooney’s Ted Clark had turned in 
an 80-to-l upset in the Arlington Handicap 
October 27, setting a new track record for a mile, 
patrons of the Texas track evidently threw the 
race out as one of the inconsistencies for which 
the Chatterton colt was already noted. In the 
Waggoner Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 1's miles) November 10 they allowed 
him to go to the post at nearly 10-to-1. As in 
the Arlington Handicap, Jockey Nick Wall 
rushed the colt to the front, opened up a long 
lead and turned into the stretch leading by four 
lengths. The son of Chatterton tired thereafter, 
but held on well enough to finish, driving, three- 
fourths of a length in front of R. T. Watts Pot 
au Brooms (112), which was five lengths in front 
of Mrs. A. W. Wallin’s Amazing (10312). Lone 
Star Stable’s Rip Van Winkle (110) was fourth, 
a head behind Amazing, and was followed by 
Cotton Club (3-y-o, 99), Money Getter (3-y-o, 
103), Our Count (3-y-o, 113), Wacoche (3-y-o, 
109), Strideaway (114), Royal Blunder (116), My 
Dandy (111), Pari-Mutuel (109) and _ Indian 
Salute (3-y-o, 110). Although carrying 109 
pounds, nine more than in his Arlington Handi- 
cap, Ted Clark covered the mile in the time of 
his own track record, went on to finish in 1:49 
and cut two-fifths of a second off the track record 
for the nine-furlong route.

The fifth stakes winner of the year by Chance 
Shot, and the third from his first crop of 10 foals 
is Chance Line (3-y-0, 108), which won the 
fourth running of the Fort Worth Handicap 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) 
at Arlington Downs November 12. Chance Line, 
with Jockey J. King up, was away slowly, and 
raced wide throughout, but made up ground and 
outgamed B. Creech’s Crout au Pot (3-y-o, 108) 
to win by a head. The latter was a length ahead 
of Oros and Sigman’s The Pelican (110), which 
had made the pace for five-eighths. Fourth was 
Mrs. F. West’s Bedight (108), followed by Boy

Baroness La Fleche 
won Acorn Stakes, etc. and also produced the 
winners Cinna (One Thousand Guineas, Corona- 
tion Stakes, and dam of the stakes winners 
Buckler, Belle Mere, etc.), Sundart (Rous

(Brocklesby Stakes), Last Shot (Wilbraham 
Stakes, etc.), Spearhead, *Baronne (Kineton 
Stakes and producer) and Little Frankie and the 
producers Sunbow and Ashpar. The fourth dam, 
La Fieche, won Oaks, One Thousand Guineas, St. 
Leger, Cambridgeshire, Newmarket Oaks, Ascot 
Gold Cup, ete., and produced many stakes win- 
ners, including John o’ Gaunt, sire of Swynford. 


CALIFORNIA 


BAY MEADOWS 


ETTER racing than California has experi- 

enced since the revival of racing there char- 
acterized the first seven days of Bay Meadows’ 
37-day meeting, with the East and West captur- 
ing one each of the two stakes offered. On open- 
ing day the 4-year-old Bonny Grafton scored in 
the Stockton Handicap for the West, while the 
$5,000 San Jose Handicap of November 10 went 
to Leo J. Marks’ Kentucky-bred Moonson. That 
the quality of the horses stabled at the San Mateo 
track would improve further was assured by news 
that a complete train, carrying the horses of Pike 
and Unna, A. A. Baroni and F. A. Carreaud left 
Narragansett Park November 10 with the Bay 
Meadows track as its destination. 

Other aspects of the meeting were less encour- 
aging. On November 8 William P. Kyne, general 
manager, asserted that horsemen were not enter- 
ing their charges as they should. With purses at 
a minimum of $600 and conditions adapted to the 
horses on the grounds, fields were smaller than 
the Bay Meadows executive thought proper. The 
threat that owners who did not race their horses 
would be asked to vacate the grounds in favor of 
those who would, was also made by Kyne, who 
said, in part: ‘The horsemen are ruining their 
own game by failing to help us in this undertak- 
ing. Without adequate fields, there can be no 
adequate play. Without adequate play there can 
be no purses the size we are giving. Bay Mea- 
dows has gone to a heavy expense to build barns 
and other conveniences, yet the horsemen are just 
sitting around waiting for soft spots, angles and 
what-not.”’ 

The basis for Mr. Kyne’s objection is apparently 
the slender volume of mutuel play. On opening 
day more than 15,000 persons attended, but only 
$117,753 went through the totalizator. A crowd 
of 8,000 on November 6 wagered $84,645. The 
handle fell to $73,401 on November 7. Eight 
thousand persons daily would make the fortunes 
of most Eastern or Middle-Western tracks, but 
Californians, probably because of the difficulty of 


beating the extremely high take of California 
tracks, are betting very lightly. Even with the 
large take, betting must go up considerably be- 
fore the Bay Meadows oval can break even. 


MUST RACE OR MOVE 

After difficulty was experienced in filling 
races at Bay Meadows November 8 and 9, Gen- 
eral Manager William P. Kyne issued an ulti- 
matum to horsemen stabling there, to the effect 
that they must run their horses or move out. 
Mr. Kyne stated that he had made up a condition 
book to suit the horses on the ground and had 
offered liberal purses. “If those on the grounds 
do not enter the races prepared for them, they 
must move elsewhere and we will give our 
stabling space to horsemen who will run their 
horses.” 


MOONSON WINS SAN JOSE 

Leo J. Marks, whose horses had already won 
two races during the first week of the Bay 
Meadows meeting, furnished the winner of the 
San Jose Handicap ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, six 
furlongs) in Moonson (121), which had already 
scored one victory over the San Mateo oval. Toro 
Nancy (123), back to the races for the first time 
since her Arlington Futurity victory in July, 
was coupled with Torobang (105) and made 
favorite, with the ultimate winner third choice. 
Corsicana Stable’s Polish Beau (120) went out 
to set a fast pace, followed most closely by 
Rancho San Luis Rey Stable’s San Luis Rey 
(114). Toro Nancy was running third through 
the first four furlongs. Approaching the stretch 
Hilton Dabson began urging Moonson, which had 
been running in fifth place, and the Marks geld- 
ing responded willingly, heading Polish Beau in 
the final 70 yards. Polish Beau held on to second 
place, a length behind the winner, an equal mar- 
gin in front of San Luis Rey. Toro Nancy, pos- 
sibly short, fell back to finish tenth, and Cali- 
fornia Stable’s Crack Shot (107) came up to take 
fourth place. The others in order were Whiscolo 
(102), Lady Bowman (105), Lois Pan (113), 
Jonnie Nuchols (102), Quintal (100), Toro Nancy, 
Torobang and Mohac (105). Time, :23, :4545, 
1:11%4, track fast. Stakes division, $5,000, $1,000, 
$500, $250.

PHILLIPS STABLE MOVES WEST

There were 11 horses in the 
group, W. R. Coe’s Ladysman, Laughing Queen, 
Pomposity, Bluebeard and Pomparia and Mrs. 
Phillips’ Semaphore, Jovius, Longford, Rego, 
Mixed Goods and a yearling filly by Sun Circle— 
Tweed. Ladysman is to be trained for the 
$100,000 Santa Anita Handicap. Mr. Coe at the 
last moment decided not to send Osculator to the 
West Coast but to leave him at the farm to con- 
tinue the stud duties he began last season. The 
stallion Tick On, recently purchased by Neil S. 
McCarthy from Col. E. R. Bradley, made the trip 
to California with the Phillips string. 


ATTACK BOOKMAKERS ON COAST 


The California Horse Racing Board on Novem- 
ber 8, moving against pool room gambling and 
bookmaking, refused to allow telephonic or tele- 
graphic communication with the track to any 
other than approved bodies. All gamblers’ agents 
and representatives have been barred from the 
tracks. The action came after a protest from the 
California Jockey Club (Bay Meadows) and the 
Los Angeles Turf Club (Santa Anita). 


CLAIMING AT BAY MEADOWS 


William Edris and Joe Gottstein, the latter 
president of the Longacres track, went to Bay 
Meadows November 9, purchased the plater Zevar 
in the morning for $1,200, entered him that after- 
noon in a $1,000 claiming race, placed a large bet 
on him. Zevar won, at nearly 2 to 1, captured 
$525 as the winner’s share of the purse, and was 
claimed for $1,000, leaving the partnership $325 
and the bet ahead. 


BACK FROM THE RACES 

With the racing season ended in the Mid-West, 
many Lexington horsemen are returning home. 
Brownell Combs, H. P. Headley, L. K. Rogers, 
Mike Conley, Lee Darnaby, C. R. Valentine are 
among those who have returned recently from 
the races. C. W. Damon sent J. G. Lang’s Elm- 
tree Stable horses to Silas B. Mason’s Hartland 
Stud, Versailles, for the winter, and has resumed 
residence in Lexington. 


JOCKEYS 


ARL HANFORD, one of the promising appren- 

tices in Maryland this Fall, sustained a broken 
arm at Pimlico recently. .. J. King rode a triple at 
Arlington Downs November 6...O0. E. Etherton 
had the first mount of his career at Arlington 
Downs November 7, when he rode Ever Faithful in 
the last race. He finished ninth in a field of 10... 
C. Parvin had three winners at Arlington Downs 
November 7. He had three more on the following 
day. .. Donald Meade, for abusing his mount after 
the running of the third race at Pimlico Novem- 
ber 7, was fined $10. . . Nick Wall’s 10-day sus- 
pension at Arlington Downs was cut to seven 
days by the stewards. .. Maurice Peters was fined 
$50 for foul riding at Narragansett Park Novem- 
ber 9. . . C. Jackson, negro jockey, was set down 
for the rest of the Pimlico meeting for foul riding 
November 9... Apprentice M. Chandler, thrown 
and dragged more than 100 feet by Stephen, sus- 
tained cuts and bruises which necessitated his 
removal to a hospital at Fort Worth. .. Too many 
jockeys are reported at Arlington Downs, about 
125 being on the grounds. Many fairly good rid- 
ers have been idle, reports say, but the condition 
is expected to improve when racing opens at New 
Orleans. . . D. McCune was suspended five days 
for foul riding at Arlington Downs November 7... 
For disobedience at the post, Herb Simmons drew 
a five-day suspension from Starter Morrissey at 
Bay Meadows November 8. . . George Pruett has 
purchased the contract on Apprentice Ira Day, of 
Jerome, Idaho. . . For foul riding at Arlington 
Downs November 9, J. Bernard was set down for 
the remainder of the meeting. . . California papers 
are praising the saddle work of the Burns broth- 
ers, George and Eugene, who are riding with suc- 
cess at the Bay Meadows meeting. . Donald 
Meade, who holds a lead of one winner and one 
dead heat over W. D. Wright for riding honors at 
Pimlico, appeared November 9 with his head in 
bandages. Explanations vary, but all accounts 
agree that a toy snake, a cook or waitress in the 
jockey’s quarters, and a plate were involved. In 
one account Meade was attempting to frighten 
the negro cook, and was struck over the eye with 
a plate intended for the reptile; in another ac- 
count, and with another jokester, the plate, thrown 
into the air by the startled cook, fell on Meade as 
the jockey was coming up the stairs from the 
floor below. In any case Meade rode Friday with 
five stitches in his scalp. .. G. Spangler, who rode 
Canny Scot to an 83-to-1 victory at Bay Meadows 
November 9, was riding his first winner on a li- 
censed track. .. C. Parvin got another triple at 
Arlington Downs November 12. . . J. Lynch rode 
three winners at Narragansett Park November 
12. . . Pat Knebelkamp, who developed Leo 
“Lightning” Jones, Charley Rainey, Charles Lan- 
dolt, H. ‘tinker and other riders, took a three- 
year contract on 16-year-old Martin Fallon at 
Louisville November 12. He will take the young- 
ster to Miami.

begun last year, continued through E. J. 
Tranter’s annual auction at the Lexington Sales 
Paddock November 5, 6 and 7. Judged by aver- 
ages alone, the market was stronger than it was 
at Saratoga during the yearling sales, but not 
nearly so strong as at various auctions in Eng- 
land during the current year. It was again ap- 
parent that bloodstock prices, which during the 
few years ending with 1932 registered a most 
precipitous decline, must climb back by slow 
stages, despite the sudden expansion of racing. 
Most of the stock sold through Mr. Tranter’s ring 
last week went at prices which should give their 
new owners plenty of margin for profit. But 
profits on Thoroughbreds apparently are not to 
be made on a quick turnover. People are invest- 
ing in horses rather than speculating. 

The sale was held in six sessions, extending 
from Monday afternoon, November 5, through 
Wednesday afternoon, November 7. The weather 
was uniformly good. Attendance was generally 
large and bidding fairly brisk. Only about three 
horses during the entire sale were passed out 
of the ring without bids. The sale by sessions:

The general average of the sale, $314.97, is 14.2 
per cent higher than the general average at the 
Lexington November sale of 1933, which was 42 
per cent better than the 1932 average, low mark 
of the depression. The following tabulation shows 
the totals and averages for each of the fall sales 
held at the paddocks constructed by Mr. Tranter 
in 1929:

It was noticeable all through the sales that 
the yearling market was decidedly stronger than 
any other division. While broodmares were down 
from the average. of 1933 (when the Swingalong 
Stud dispersal was included in the Sale), year- 
lings averaged $81.46, or 31 per cent, better than 
in 1933. The yearlings which sold at Saratoga 
Springs this year averaged only 9.4 per cent 
higher than in 1933. A part of the substantial 
increase at Lexington may have been due to the 
improved quality of this year’s offerings, for the 
yearlings sold were probably the best, generally 
Speaking, ever disposed of at Mr. Tranter’s Ken- 
tucky plant. The comparison between the Lex- 
ington sales of this year and last year may be 
made from the following tabulations:

Eight stallions were sold in the course of the 
auctions. Tryster was knocked down at $3,200 
to Horatio Mason, nephew of and farm manager 
for Silas B. Mason, at whose Hartland Stud, Ver- 
sailles, Ky., the horse will continue to stand. 
Blind Play, for $2,000, went to S. W. Labrot, who 
wanted Fair Play blood for his Holly Beach Farm 
at Annapolis, Md., and the consensus of opinion 
is that he bought a bargain. Terry, at $500, ap- 
peared a good buy for the Remount Service, as 
did Republic at $450. *Donnacona, now 17 years 
old, was purchased by Henry Altsheler for $350 
and presumably will stand at Mr. Altsheler’s 
Hopkinsville, Ky., farm. Dr. T. M. Cassidy’s 
Crack Brigade was knocked down for $500 to 
Col. Abe Hallow, bidding for Dr. Cassidy, and 
was returned to Old Hickory Farm, where he has 
been standing under the management of Col. Phil 
T. Chinn. Noah, owned by a partnership, was 
purchased for $200 by Dr. J. C. Carrick, one of 
the partners. Hildur, 16-year-old son of *Star 
Shoot, went to Mrs. Louise Poolos and was sent 
to the farm of her husband, Theodore Poolos, 
near Knoxville, Tenn. Hal Price Headley took 
note of the weak market on breeding stock and 
withdrew Apprehension from the sale. He can 
be bought privately through THE BLOOD-HORSE 
office or from Mr. Headley direct. 

One of the most important consignments was 
that of A. Charles Schwartz, for which one of the 
three supplementary catalogues was issued. The 
Schwartz dispersal was held Wednesday after- 
noon before the horses in the regular catalogue 
were started. The 15 head brought $13,600, aver- 
age $906.67, the top price being the $3,000 which 
A. B. Hancock, acting for Robert A. Fairbairn, 
paid for the former good race mare One Hour, in 
foal to Sortie. Several of the horses were bought 
in for the account of Mr. Schwartz, and after the 
sale the mare Fib, all four of the yearlings, and 
the weanlings out of One Hour and Fib were 
returned to Elsmeade Farm. 

The Swingalong Stud’s dispersal, begun a year 
ago, was virtually completed with the sale of 26 
yearlings which passed through the ring for 
$8,810, average $338.85. Several good youngsters 
were offered here, the top price being $1,200 for 
a colt by Prince Pal out of Black Days. Jay D. 
Weil, dispersing his Thoroughbred holdings, re- 
ceived $10,165 for 38 head, average $267.50. W. H. 
Whitehouse, of Covington, Ky., sold eight head 
for $1,335, average $166.87. J. H. White, of Hop- 
kinsville, Ky., sold six for $1,180, average $196.67. 
Fourteen head sold for the estate of Harry Bur- 
goyne brought $3,495, average $249.64.

Won 
Blue Grass Stakes, Proctor Knott Handicap, Thoroughbred Record Handicap, second, beaten a head 
by stablemate, in Kentucky Derby. Second in other noted stakes. Achieved immediate success in 
the stud. Seventh on the list of leading sires in 1929 and sixth in 1930. Sire of Blue Larkspur, 
Beelzebub, Barn Swallow, Espinoza, Baba Kenny, Black Mammy, Burning Sun, Merry Windsor, 
Ellice, B’ar Hunter, Broad Meadows, Sweet Chariot, Boy Valet, etc. To the end of 1933 his get won 
a total of $665,579. This year to October 31 his get had won $62,565. 


*NORTH STAR III Angels. No.4 family,” $500 


Stakes winner of $16,875 at two, in England. Purchased in 1917 by Colonel Bradley. Among his get 
are Bubbling Over, Busy American, Bet Mosie, Boot to Boot, Blossom Time, Draconis, Betty Beall, 
Bafiling, Blue Warbler, Kentucky Cardinal, Blanc Seing, Boon Companion, Barcola, High Star, Ursa 
Major, Menifee, Buddy Bauer, Beaming Over, Nor’easter, Nerosus, Northern Pass, Mart Malone, 
Eskimo, Bad News Bob, Bruno, Ancoda, Depression, Wahmonie, Tabaku, Bamboula, Far Star, etc. 
His get won about $1,360,000 to the end of 1933. This year to October 31 they had won $35,375. 


BU BBLING OVER Chestnut, 1923, by *North Star IlI—Beaming $300 
Beauty, by Sweep. No. 8 family. 

A brilliant racer, started 13 times in two seasons, never unplaced, winning $78,552. At two, won 
Nursery Handicap, Champagne Stakes and 5 other races, second in Pimlico and Breeders’ Futurities. 
At three, won Blue Grass Stakes and Kentucky Derby. Sire of the stakes winners Burgoo King 
(Kentucky Derby, Preakness, etc.), Chouette, Boys Howdy, Bien Fait. Among his other winners are 
Bubola (winner of 20 races in three seasons), Bright Bubble, Busted, Boilermaker, etc. To the end 
of 1933 his get won $256,723. To October 31, in 1934, they had won $57,330. 


BOOT TO BOOT may, Lavend. Mo. $200 
Grand individual and half-brother to Black Servant. 

He made 32 starts in three seasons, won 10 races, was second 9 times and third 4 times, 11 times 
out of the money and earned $119,054. He won the American Derby, 11% miles, time 2:301%, the 
Ohio State Derby in the mud, was second to his stable companion, Bubbling Over in the Blue Grass 
Stakes, 144 miles, time 1:49%5, second to his stable companion in the Latonia Derby, 112 miles, 
and the Louisiana Derby, 14 miles, second to Display in the Latonia Championship Stakes, 1% 
miles, time 2:5845 (he had defeated Display and Black Maria in the American Derby, 11% miles) 
and in his last start as a 4-year-old he was beaten a nose after being repeatedly bumped through 
the stretch by Flat Iron, to whom he conceded six pounds, in the Grainger Memorial Handicap, 
1144 miles, time, 2:04. He was the second leading money winner in his 3-year-old year. He retired 
sound.

| jon you buy a horse do you ever stop to think where it 
was raised, or do you just look at its pedigree and general 
conformation? 


We have about 1,800 acres of blue grass pasture on which 
we have at present only about 50 broodmares. Most of our 
pastures contain from 50 to 100 acres, and with our own black- 
smith and training quarters with a °4-mile track we are able to 
give our young stock every advantage from the time the matings 
are made until the horses are ready to go to the races.
